ous injuries even if the unfortunate 
did not go into one of the vats. 


Mr. Jacobsou's accident is accounted 


for by tho fact that he woru glasses, 
which in coming 'from the outside 
whore it was very cold, into tho mill 
became thickly covered with frost, 
and either confused his vision or else 
blinded him so that ho did not seo 
where he was going and walked into 
the vat, thinking ho was following 
tho regular walkway thru the room. 


Tho water in the vat was about up 


to his waist lino, but when he fell ho 
went a little to one side so that his 
body was scalded up to tho armpit on 
the right side.
